The Four-Power “Treaty of Washington,” designed to keepi 
the peace in the Pacific, and formally approved and signed by 
the Conference delegations of the United States, Great Britain, 
France and Japan, will not go immediately to the Senate. 
President Harding will not hurry its submission, and the I 
treaty doubtless will repose iii the White House until its com- i 
panion pieces, the Yap treaty between the United States and1 
Japan the naval agreement and the China settlement, expected | 
as an outcome of the Conference, are approved and ready for 
senatorial consideration. 
The President apparently has decided to present the Senate 
with the final and complete deliberations of the Conference, con- j 
vinced nothing to be gained by rushing the treaties piece-meal. 
The full contents of the treaty, it was observed officially at j 
the White House, have been made known to the Senate, together 
with the American reservations on the mandated islands of the 
Pacific. 
For that reason there is no hurry on the part of the 
Chief Executive to rush matter^. 
The formal signing of the treaty took place at the State De­ 
partment with ceremony both quite simple and as secret as the 
manner in -which the pact was negotiated. 
Only the delegates j 
of the four nations, grouped around a long ebony table in Secre­ 
tary Hughes’ ante-room, participated or witnessed the affixing of ; 
signatures. 
The American representatives were the first to sign. They 
were followed by the delegates of Great Britain, Fiance and i 
Japan in the order named. All the plenipotentiaries of the four 
nations were present, except M. Albert Sarraut and M. Jules j 
Jusserand, of the French delegation, who -were in New Y'ork. 
Rene Viviani alone signed for France, and space was left on the 
document for the signature of M. Sarrut and M. Jusserand who 
will affix their names. The official copy of the treaty carried the 1 
terms printed in English and French in parallel columns.
